R M. Thompson called the atten- 


tion of the public to the line lice of 
riir.numen ^ he vras turning oat, and 
the Van Buren academy at Sprine 
Morntain announced the fall term. 
Its president spoke glow ngly of the 
scenery and advantages for an educa- 
tion in that part of the coun«,»'. 


S- IIarbauj,h conducted a saddlery 


and hardv ire business, and Harrison 
& Johnson owned a tin and sr«>atiron 
store in Ro&coe. Fred Sweiker was 
the only frrocer to announce his f ares 
and John R'iss was in the wholesale 
liouor business. 


The furniture business of Coshoc- 


ton was conducted by Jacob Wajrgon- 
er whose store was on what was 
known as Cadiz street. W rren & Con- 
net, were the only picture makers, 
their gallery being in Roscoe. 
They 
advertised to make ambrotypes with 


The hake's were J. D and B. A. Ev- 
ans, who carried on a "bakery and 
oyster s-tloon 
one door south of 


Brown's bank on Main street," and J. 
F. Maggs, whose place of business was 
in R<>scoe. 
E. McDonald at.d A. D. Manner 


manufactured carriages and believed 
in advertising. 
Doctor Akeroyd's drugstore in Ros- 
coe was eviaeutly an important place 
but he did not advertise as extensive- 
ly as his Coshocton rival, R M. Hack- 
isor 
He occupied a great deal of 
space in announcing what he had for 
sale. Daniel Smith had just opened a 
new bookstore and seemed to have 
made a specialty of Bibles and blank 
books. 


George C. Ridgely announced that 
his stock 
of dry goods, groceries, 


queet-sware. hardware, hats, caps, 
clothing, salt, bucket- 
and manr 
other articles found in the general 
store of those days, was complete, and 
his ar vertiseinent shows traces of 
that enterprise that marks tue adver- 
tiser or today. II. King conducted a 
: :iuilar store, announcing thdt.be had 
everything usua'ly kept in a country 
store. G. F. Casslngham aud H. N". 
Shaw *ere in the boot and shoe busi- 
ness, and Mr. Shaw had a separate 
advertisement in which he announced 
that be sold clothing and a lot of oth- 
ei articles. 


Coshocton was then, as it is now. a 
good show town if we are to judge by 
the advertising in the Proyrefficf, 
Aye, 


and Robinson's show came here as it 
has come many times since. Tuen they 
called it Yankee Robinson's circus, 
and it was probably a great affair. It 
traveled in wagons and was announc- 
eo in the same advertisement to ap- 
peap at N'ew Castle and Dresden. Tue 
principal feature was the open air per- 
formance, when a pony, known as 
Black 
Hawk, walked an inclined 


plane, a '"plank" the advertisment 
says, from the ground to the top of 
the main tent. A cu:, shows the pony 
performing the feat while a crr-wd 
looks on in wonder. 


The 
other 
show was 2sixon & 
Kemp's, in -he old days a famous or- 
ganization. It did not advertise a 
trick pony, but in the blackestof black 
letters announced its g.eat attract-on, 
"the 
steam calliope drawn by 40 
horses.'' It also had wild ani'mals 
and riders, acrobats and a band at at- 
tract'he public. The shows were un- 
doubtedly well attended as the price 
was the same old price, 50 cents with 
no mention of reserved seats. 
The story is not all told. The men 


of those times were active and earn- 
est in the affairs of Hfe. and the Pro- 
•/.txttre Aye, active and earnest as any 
institution of Coshocton in that day, 
recorded what they did and what 
some of them said. It is the purpose 
of THE AGE to reprint much from its 
columns, and it goes without saying 
that Coshocton will be interested."

lature. 
The same spirit is manifested 
throughout the state and a meeting 
of the Ohio Sportsman's association at 
Cleveland was attended by represent- 
atives from all sections of the state. 
The object of the organization is to 
secure the passage of more consistent 
_ame laws, and for the protection of 
game in the state. It is asserted by 
those who are interested that it is de- 
sired to unite with the farmers in an 
effort to secure their rights. The law 
that they have drafted provides fora 
un or hunting license of $1.23 and 
>oys under 15 years of age are not to 
be allowed to carry guns. It is ques- 
tioned whether this license law will 
be popular with the people, as it sav- 
ois a little of the European privileged 
classes. 
The prime thing that n ill be con- 


tended for will be the adjustment of 
the open seasons for shootmg game to 
correspond with 
their habits. At 
present the squirrel season opens No- 
ember iO,after the ani-nals have hol- 
ed up for the winttr. Woodcock have 
aised their broods in Ohio, grown fat 
ind emigrated to the south before li- 
cense is given an Ohio sportsman to 
boot- one of them. These things 
ihould be corrected, say the sports- 
men, 
and doubtless will be by the in- 


coming legislature, as there will not 
be a single candidate for that body 
who will not be approached on the 
matter oeeween now and election 


ime.

dard. In fact it was very poor, and 
seemed more like the Tuscarawas 
when it was on a rampage than the 
usual clear and spanning fluid of 
which Coshocton consumes so much. 
The long section pipe from the big 


welt to the pumping station caused 
the 
trouble. 
Without 
consider- 
ation for the 
water 
consuming 


public 
the 
pipe 
has 
been 
slowly but surely gathering sand un- 
til it contained so much as to make 
cleaning an absolute necessity. The 
sj method was to turn back the wa- 


ter from the reservoir and the trou 
ble began. It stirred up the sedi- 
ment in every water pipe in the city 
and the result appeared in a fluid that 
could not be us/a, but it cleaned the 
Jipe. As yet it cannot be told wheth- 
er the suction pipe was thoroughly 
cleaned, nor will it be until the 
pumping is resumed for a few days. 


Had it been impossible to clean the 
pipe in this way it is probable another 
tud larger suction pipe would have 
jeen necessary.

he-ad, the bal! penetrating the skull 
above the right «.ar, causing his death. 
Arthur Blankensaip had his breast 
ani abdoni<rn penetrated by birdshot 
and eye put oct. and a small boy, the 
son of James Hanley. was slightly 
wounded about the face by birdshoc 
The Blankenships were brothers. Wal- 
ter died wuhin two hours after being 
shot, and Arthur is in a precarious 
v-on^iuun. 


The crime for which Brown will 


hang was committed May 7 near 
SpriagviHe, within a quarter of a mile 
of the home of the Garretts. He was 
working in a field near where iii?s 
Garrctt. who is a schoolteacher, had 
to pass in returning home late in tbe 
afternoon. He followed her some dis- 
tance and finally assaulted her near 
a creek. After accomplishing his pur- 
pose he dragged the girl into the 
water, threatening to drown 
her. 


Abandoning this last thought of end- 
ing his crime by murder, he pulled off 
his clothes, put on another suit in the 
presence of the young woman and 
threw his shoes into the water. He 
was with her three-quarters of an 
hour. Miss Garrett remained uncon- 
scious for some time and then made 
her way to the house and gave the 
alarm. Brown left the vicinity at 
once, going first to Birmingham, then 
to Acniston. Atlanta, and finally to 
Charleston. S. C.. where he was cap- 
tured. In the meantime another negro 
had been shot to death because he 
had been mistaken for Brown. The 
real Brown attempted suicide by cut 
ting his throat with a piece of glass 
shortly after his capture. 


The attempt of the mob to gain pos- 


session of the negro followed a swift 
triaJL It was a battle of witnesses 
with the judge and court oScials on 
the defefnse to suppress fast rising 
anger of tie crowd, as detail after de- 
tail of the negro's work was told by 
the witnesses for the state. There 
•sras no evidence for the defense. As 
Brown said afterwards in his confes- 
sion. there was nothing the witnesses 
lie had summoned could say in his be- 
half. The clash came naif an hour 
after Judge Peliiam had pronounced 
the sentence. By a ruse the court- 
room was cleared of half of its angry 
occupants. The remaining half was 
surly and seemed bent on mischief. 
At the request of Judge Pelham, J. !~ 
Garrett. father of the girl outraged 
by Brown, mounted a table and spoke, 
counseling peace. He had hardly ad- 
dressed the assembly as his friends 
and neighbors before he broke down 
in tears. In concluding his appeal he 
said: '"If you have any respect for my 
feelings, if I can have any weight in 
your hearts, let me urge you as good 
citizens to go home and obey the law, 
and I will never cease to thank you 
from the bottom of my heart from this 
day to the day of my death." 


After some difficulty the courtroom 


was cleared. Sheriff Xorth thought it 
unwise to attempt to take Brown to 
the jail, a few blocks away, for tae 
crowd was rapidly increasing around 
the 
front door of the courthouse. 


There were 2S deputies armed with 
pistols and shotguns stationed In the 
front hall and at the windows of the 
room. The first sign of an outbreak 
came when one man from the outside, 
with a pistol ia his hand, started to 
mount the stairway. He was followed 
by two or three others. Several shots 
were exchanged and the mob leaders 
retreated to the outside, when two 
members began firing into the win- 
dows. Arthur Blankenship was hit 
first and his brother was shot while 
vnipt j ing his revolver in the direction 
of the windows. A hard rain began 
falling. The bodies of the wounded 
were removed and the crowd scat- 
t'-Tod about ia front of the stores 
across the- street. The officers took ad- 
vaniajrf- Of Ibis lull and spirited the 
ar-^ro away in charge of two special 
deputies. He was gotten safely aboard 
a freight train for KirminRaharn. 


On the way to Birmingham Brown 


made his first confession. He con- 
fe<^'l every point brought out in th<> 
e\ idence and his only excuse was that 
be must have been crazy when he 
committed the crime. He is now !n 
Birmingham jail and will remain 
there t:ll th^ day of his execution.

RAILROADERS' ROW 


May Become International Affair as 


Italian Was Killed. 


Terarkana, Aug. 23.—An Italian 


named Gingotti was killed near AsJi- 
down, 20 miles aortb of here, and the 
lulling is likely to develop into an in- 
ternational affair. For some time the 


njsgjt City Southern railway has 


had a large force of Italian laborers 
at work on sts line near Ashdown. A 
member of the cre»~ says the foreman 
sent several Italians with a handcar 
up the Kansas City Southern track 
after some material. Through alleged 
ignorance the crew got the car on the 
track of another company. A section 
foreman took the car from the Ital- 
ians, locked the »heels and left them 
to return to their caaiy. Officials gave 
an explanation, however, and four 
Italians were sent after the car. When 
they arrived where the car was a fight 
ensued between them aud an Ameri- 
can. The liahan drew a knif^ and 
stabbed his assailant. Then they fl«rd 
to their cam:>. Subse<j',ieat!y an Ital- 
ian foremau --vas attacked and badly 
beaten. Later a crowd of armed men, 
between 50 and 00. wen; to the camp 
and ordered the Italians from the 
cars, teUing them to "line up." 
It 


was then that somebody nred a Win- 
chester, killing Gingoui instantly. 


The dead man had nothing to do 


with the first fight and the Italians 
are greatly incensed. Giagotti was a 
nephew of A Gingotti, a shoe man of 
Teiarkana. The crew was removed 
from Ashdown at once to save trouble. 


The Italian minister at Washington 


and the Italian government have been 
notified, and further developments are 
expected. 


Tornado In Oklahoma. 


El Reno, O. T.. Aug. 23.—W. T. Da- 


vis of Weatherford. Tet:.. and Felix 
Antone of Lamar county. Tex., were 
killed in the storm at Anadarko Dana 
\Varern of sstark county, la., was bad- 
ly bruised about the back and abdo- 
men, but will recover. The damage 
to property is 
S4.WOO. The storm 


amounted to almost a tornado and 
came up without warning. About 20 
buildings were wrecked and in addi- 
tion to the two killed many were in- 
jured. At Kobart the storm ffS-3 a 
veritable cloudburst, doing much dam- 
age, though no loss of life is reported- 
Anadarko and Hobart are two of the 
three towns recently opened in the 
Kiowa-Comanche country-

Coveraor £toae May Be A«ked to Use 


111$ Uood Offices to Bring About a 
Settlement — Amalgamated Forces 
Orderly and I'oiat Wltl> Ikrld* to 
Self Control Under Provocation. 
Pittsburg. Aug. 23. — The steel men 


are highly pleased with their success 
in manning the Star plant, and say 
taat if the men they secure are not 
molested it will be but a short tim« 
until all of their mills will be in full 
operation and doing good work. 


While tbe strikers claim that four 


of tne new men at the Star plant have 
deserted the company and say that 
others would leave i? they could ^-t 
out of the mill. Superintendent Har- 
per maintains that he h«g 100 men at 
work; U-.M none have deserted and 
that the men can go and come from 
the mill ss they please. Mr. Harper 
says he apprehends no further diffi- 
culty in the operation of the plant. 


The Amalgamated people point with 


pride to the conduct of their members 
in restraining themselves from vio- 
lence when they see nonunion men 
being marched into the mills to take 
their places. The Incident at the Star 
plant, where 100 nonunion men were 
escorted into the works, is given as 
an example of special significance, 
and to use an Amalgamated officer's 
expression, shows that the men have 
been educated to the knowledge that 
their strongest weapon in such cases 
is silence and submission until it is 
demonstrated that the mills can n--t 
be operated successfully without the 
aid of the skilled men now on strlie. 


At Amalgamated headquarters in 


this city the day was devoted almost 
entirely to routine business, and noth- 
ing of unusual importance occurred. 
President Shaffer said that no move- 
ment has as yet been made by either 
side looking to arbitration or media- 
tion. No hint had come frcm the steel 
people on the subject, and none had 
gone out from tiie workers. 
There 


was, however, a tendency among 
many of the labor leaders to discuss 
the possibility of arbitration, and on 
every side was heard mentioned the 
name of Governor .W. A. Stone as an 
arbitrator or conciliator, and it was 
said he will be asked to tender his 
good offices In this direction. 


The Painter mill has 250 men at 


work and the management expects to 
be running full-handed by nest week. 
Two mills are being operated at the 
Lindsay & McCutcheon plant. Xo 
sign of a break in the Carnegie Upper 
and Lower Unioa plants made its ap- 
pearance. McKeesport is still com- 
pletely tied up, but an attempt may 
be made to start the Demmler tin 
works with men secured from outside 
points. The strikers are still vigilant 
as pickets but are keeping quiet and 
making no threats. 


At Irondale the tin plate company 


gained another victory by the success- 
ful start of one set of rolls. It is 
said there are enough men in the 
plant to man one mill turn, and com- 
pany officials say now that the break 
has been made they will get the men 
back. A delegation of strikers from 
Wellsville went to Irondale with the" 
intention of having a talk with the 
men at work and try to persuade 
them to ouit, 


Except developments at Star plant 


of the American Tin Plate company 
and the preparation for its immediate 
resumptioi of business, there were no 
special developments in the strike sit- 
uation in this city Thursday. No fur- 
ther trouble occurred at the Pennsyl- 
vania tube works and at other strike 
points quiet reigns.

The Governor Knew It but Prevented 


Premature Announcement. 


Jackson, Miss., Aug. ±3. — Consider- 


able excitement was caused here by a 
statement by Gor. Longino as to the 
condition of the state treasury, shov- 
ing that Aug. 15 he found therein by 
actual counting JC77.846, when the 
books called for $>40,46S, a shortage 
of 1163,621. Treasurer Stowers was, j 
however, allowed credit for due bills, J 
drafts, etc.. amouting to $55,000, leav- 
ing the shortage $107,621. The gor1 
einor says: "I indulged the hope that 
the amount cf said shortage would be ! 
replaced if opportunity jnd time were 
given before the resust of said count 
was made public-, and that the state 
might thus recover the money with- 
out further trouble, explanation or 
loss. 
I therefore, in the interest of 


the state, enjoined sec-recy of those 
present in the whole proceedings, and 
agreed with Mr. Stowers that 1 would 
make another count of the money 
Tuesday. Aug. 20. when I made the 
said count. 
It was then found uiat 


the cash and drafts on hand balanced, 
the books calling for $905,514." 


The governor closes by saying: 


"The condition of the funds in the 
treasury was made as required of me 
by the constitution, and in my opinion 
the books of the treasury show a cor- 
rect statement of the amounts which 
should have been in the treasury Aug. 
15 ^nd Aug. 20 respectively, and be- 
fore doing or saying anything further 
in the premises I de^-u it just to Mr. 
Stowers, the treasurer, that he be 
given full opportunity to make such 
explanation of the matter as he may 
see fit."

The change from military to q« 


civil government at Manila has been 
followed by a centralization of ail the 
civil departments, bureau* and utfitM 
and by a concentration of the formerly 
scattered military departments, write* 
the New York Poet's Philippine cor- 
respondent under tne date of July 12. 
CiiH administrators will succeed to* 
military in the ayuntamiento (city 
hall». Governor Taft using the room 
hitherto occupied as an office by the 
military governor general. It is hoped 
thus to emphasize to the native* the 
change from military to civil adminis- 
tration. Another recorded move of the 
civil administration is a contract with 
a guarantee company of Philadelphia 
to give bonds for the provincial treas- 
urers and their assistants. These offi- 
cers may give other surety, however, 
but when they accept the Philadelphia 
surety they must pay to the »"«"»•»• 
government 
as 
consideration 
one- 


fourth of 1 per cent of the amount of 
the bond, tne government paying for 
the bond from 1 to 2 per cent, accord- 
ing to its amount. 


One difficulty met by the civil admin- 


istration in developing the islands la 
the failure to persuade tne natives to 
work on roadbuilding-, although liberal 
remuneration, good board and free 
transportation are offered them. This 
aversion to settled employment is gen- 
eral throughout the islands. Just now 
three provinces—Zom bales. Senguet 
and San Fernando de Union—are es- 
pecially suffering from a dearth of na- 
tive labor. In Zombales the natives 
are engaged in planting rice or cutting 
wood, and they refuse any government 
labor, no matter what inducements are 
offered. As a last resort a number of 
the colored men of the regiment sta- 
tioned there nave been employed, extra 
pay being; given as an Incentive. 


Lieutenant Charles H. Bnrritt, chief 


of the mining bureau, has hopes that 
the' Philippines may in time supply the 
navy with a better grade of coal than 
that now obtained in Japan. "There Is 
no reason." he says. **wby the coal 
mines of the Philippines cannot be put 
into condition in six months' time to 
supply all of the coal required for the 
transport service of the United States. 
The mines here have never been prop- 
erly developed or superintended for va- 
rious reasons—lack of capital, lack of 
experienced labor and more particular- 
ly and especially lack of transportation 
facilities. 


"There are mines In the Islands of 


Batan. Mindoro, Samarara, Negros, 
Masbate and Cebu that are all appar- 
ently valid concessions from the Span- 
ish government, all of which are more 
or less developed and which are capa- 
ble of producing in a very short period 
a quality of coal vastly superior to the 
Japanese coal, and in-addition to these 
there are extensive deposits of coal hi 
various parts of the island of Minda- 
nao tvhicb have hitherto been practi- 
cally unexplored and undeveloped. 


•The coals of the Philippines are lig- 


nite, but resemble very nearly tne char- 
acteristics of the better class of coals 
of the interior of China. The coal meas- 
ures of the island of Batan produce a 
superior quality of coke, and the value 
of these coals as a steammaking fuel 
for steam vessels has been established 
since the year 1S12.''
